His Coolness Averts a Terrible Rail-
road Calamity.

A LAKE SHORE TRAIN IN DANGER.

Remarkable Discoveries Made in a Beaver
Falls Grave Yard.

Erre, October 19.—A terrible enustn'lpb_o
was averied on the Lake Shore and Michi-
gan Soutbern Railroad to-day, near Silver
Creek, through the bravery and cool-headed
conduct of an engineer. A detnched section
of an east-bound freight train had been run
into by another section, and a portion of the
debris bad been thrown over the west-bound
track. Just as No. 5 fust train was going
west, Engigeer John Buras, of Buffale, of
the passen train, was coming down the
hill st the rate of 50 miles an hour. Hesaw
a truck ahead ot him and the freight ear.

He saw that an attempt to stop his train
and jump would sacrifice the lives of his
150 passengers, His fireman tad leit bim,
and freight oars mounted one another abead.
In a flash ot & nd Eogineer Burns re-
solved to stand By his vost, and sprioging
from his seat behind the boiler, pat on
every pound of steam and opened his nl_-d
box, so as to get & firmer bold of the mil.
The iron monstar gave a start and sprang for-
ward, throwing the freight car and other
debris, Burys with a bold on the lover, and the
moment he had cleared the obstruction, re-
versed his éngine and threw on the airbrake,

As the train entered the wreck the sides
were torn off the eoaches. The screams of
women rose hizh above the scroeching of the
steam, Althourh the engine was dismantled,
brave Engineer Burns emerged from the dekris
alive, but covered with scars and hruises.
Stout hearted men embraced the brave eugi-
nweer hysterically, realizing that his bravery
had saved the train.
